Family fled in fear 
as roof collapsed 


A family-of-four face an 
uncertain future after the 
roof of their home caved in 
without warning. 

Gheorghe Paveluc had noticed 
minor cracks in the ceiling of 
his privately-rented terraced 
house in Brook Street, Semi- 
long in the past, but thought 
nothing of it. 

Butat3.2opmlastTuesday, 
while he was at work, the slate 
roof of the property crumbled 
inwards, making a sound like 
an ‘earthquake’ witnesses 
said. His daughter managed to 
escape from the falling brick¬ 
work. 

Self-employed labourer, 
Mr Paveluc, who lives with 
wife, Jasilica, daughter An¬ 
dra, and cousin, Ionut, said 
he had decided to stay in the 
house, but his family had been 
forced into other homes until 
they can either find new ac¬ 
commodation nearby or find 
somewhere temporary to stay 
together while the roof is re¬ 
paired. He said: “I don’t know 
how long it’s going to be like 
this. It’s difficult for me and 
for my family.” 

However daughter Andra, 
16, who was in the house with 


her friend and cousin at the 
time, said she was just happy 
to be alive. 

She said: “We are lucky. 
Nothing fell until we got out 
of the house, then we saw all 
these bricks come down.” 

Firefighters were on the 
scene for several hours, 
placing a cordon around the 
property. The family are still 
waiting for the verdict of a 
structural engineer’s assess¬ 
ment of the building. 

Three neighbouring prop¬ 
erties were also evacuated, 
though a roofing expert said 
the damage to those homes 
had appeared to be minimal. 

Letting agents, Haart, said 
it was the building owner’s re¬ 
sponsibility to maintain prop¬ 
erties they have a letting only’ 
agreement with. 

The landlord, believed to 
be from Bedford, was unavail¬ 
able for comment. 

The cause of the roof was a 
mystery though Mr Paveluc, 
who has lived there for a year, 
said he was aware the house 
had been in a fire before. 

One witness, Colin Frost, 
aged 53,said: “Can you imagine 
if there was a little kid walking 
past at the time?”

‘unimportant’ 


Planners responsible for 
placing 26,000 homes in 
Northampton, and easing the 
resultant traffic congestion, 
cancelled a public meeting 
this week, saying there was 
“little or no business of impor¬ 
tance” to discuss. 

Members of the West North¬ 
amptonshire Joint Planning 
Unit (JPU) gave the emailed re¬ 
ply to residents’ actiongroups, 
who said they have had four 
out of seven meetings can¬ 
celled in the last 12 months. 

It comes only a fortnight 
after a public examination of 
massive housing plans which 
featured four days of evidence, 


with the planning inspector 
sitting from 9.30am to 5.30pm 
each day. 

Patrick Cross, chairman 
of Whitehills and Spring 
Park Residents’ Association 
(WASPRA), said: “I can’t be¬ 
lieve they can say there’s noth¬ 
ing to talk about when there’s 
clearly so much at stake for the 
whole town. 

“Lots of issues are still con¬ 
tentious, from the warehouse 
units at j unction 16 of the Mi to 
how one in six motorists will 
be expected to walk or cycle 
to work. 

“What a ridiculous reason 
to give.” 

One email from Councillor 
Chris Over to Mr Cross, giving 


reasons for the cancellation 
of Monday’s meeting, said: “It 
was my understanding that we 
had little or no business of im¬ 
portance to discuss.” 

Another, from David At¬ 
kinson head of the JPU: “On 
this occasion, as on occasions 
in the past, it was noted that 
there is insufficient business 
on the agenda for the Commit¬ 
tee to consider. 

“In the interests of making 
best and most effective use of 
time, the chairman, in consul¬ 
tation with his partnership 
colleagues, including coun¬ 
cillors, decided that cancel¬ 
ling this meeting was the most 
appropriate course of action. 
This has now been done.”

Secondaryschool 
plans for Royal Mail 
site‘on hold'for year 



Plans to convert a former 
Royal Mail sorting office in 
Northampton into a new sec¬ 
ondary school have been put 
on hold for a year, the school 
trust behind the proposal has 
revealed. 

Last year, the Chron revealed 
the David Ross Education 
Trust (DRET), which sponsors 
Malcolm Arnold Academy and 
a number of primary schools 
in the town, was working with 
Northamptonshire County 
Council to look into the pos¬ 
sibility of a new secondary 
school with 1,200 places on 
the sorting office site in Bar¬ 
rack Road, Northampton. 

The trust submitted a pro¬ 
posal to the Department for 
Education at the end of 2013 
but it has not been regarded as 
a “priority project” because a 


“bulge” of school places com¬ 
ing through the system in 
Northampton is not likely to 
impact on secondary schools 
until 2016 and 2017. 

The trust is now planning 
to resubmit a proposal at the 
end of this year with the inten¬ 
tion of the school opening in 
2016 or 2017. 

The director of develop¬ 
ment for the David Ross Ed¬ 
ucation Trust stressed the 


decision to resubmit the 
proposal for Barrack Road 
was a “pause in proceedings” 
not the end of the project. 
Helen Stevenson said: “We’ll 
be reviewing our proposal in 
the next academic year with 
the intention of resubmit¬ 
ting it for an opening in 2016 
or 2017 when there is the in¬ 
creased demand for second¬ 
ary places.”

Allowing vehicles back into 
Abington Street is “a £6 mil¬ 
lion punt” not based on any 
evidence, according to the 
former chairman of a town 
centre strategy group. 
Stephen Church, who used to 
run Church’s China and was 
chairman of the Northampton 
Town Centre Summit, said he 
was worried by the idea of de- 
pedestrianising the top sec¬ 
tion of the shopping street. 

He said: “From the evi¬ 
dence I see, I’m increasingly 
opposed to the scheme and 
I’m making this last-minute 
plea to the leader of North¬ 
ampton Borough Council, 
Councillor David Mackintosh, 
and his colleagues to halt it.

I discussed this matter 
with him when we announced 
our plans last July and he did 
not raise any concerns, so I 
question his motives in speak¬ 
ing out about our plans at this 
time. 

He added: “We have the 
courage of our convictions 
that this is the right way to 
bring life and vitality back to 
the town, alongside our free 
parking, which started this 
week.”

New standard to hah 
poor housing repairs

A better standard for social 
housing repairs is to be intro¬ 
duced in Northampton from 
2015 to help combat tenant 
horror stories of homes ‘de¬ 
stroyed’ by maintenance. 
From January 5,2015, the cur¬ 
rent borough council man¬ 
aged stock of social housing 
will transfer over to an Arms 
Length Management Organi¬ 
sation (ALMO) that will main¬ 
tain the properties. 

All Northampton’s so¬ 
cial homes are maintained 
to the Government-set De¬ 
cent Homes standard, which 
states that homes should be in 
a ‘reasonable’ state of repair 
and ‘reasonably modern’. 

Last month however, 56 
tenants in Northampton 
complained that ‘upgrades’ 
to their property by contrac¬ 
tors had actually left them in a 
worse state than before. 

Speaking to the St James 
Residents’ Association last 
week, Jim Mitchell, of con¬ 
sultancy firm, Peers, which is 
overseeing the ALMO imple¬ 


mentation, said a new North¬ 
ampton standard would help 
to stop poor repair work. 

He said: “The ALMO prom¬ 
ises to improve management 
quality, especially when it 
comes to ‘decent’ homes. 

“People’s houses have been 
left virtually destroyed rather 
than improved so we are creat¬ 
ing our own standard.” 

While the borough coun¬ 
cil will continue to own all its 
housing stock from 2015, the 
ALMO will be responsible for 
managing premises, dealing 
with complaints, collecting 
rents and for contracting re¬ 
pairs among its remit. 


Work is now beginning to 
set up a management board, 
which will include five hous¬ 
ing tenants, five borough 
councillors, four independ¬ 
ents and two council staff. 

It will be up to the board to 
decide what the ‘Northamp¬ 
ton standard’ entails, though 
Mr Mitchell said the criteria 
could be that repairs are made 
‘good’ as opposed to the cur¬ 
rent ‘reasonable’ standard. 

He added that early plans 
included giving tenants who 
make applications for repairs 
a reference number so they 
can keep track of where they 
are on the waiting list.

Retailer bids to demolish 
former Mercury building 


A planning application 
has been submitted by 
supermarket chain Aldi to 
demolish 

the former Chronicle & 

Echo and Mercury offices in 
Northampton. 

The newspapers’ former 
offices in Upper Mounts has 
been vacant since the autumn 
when staff moved to new 
premises in nearby Victoria 
Street. 

Aldi, whose purchase of 
the site was signed on Friday, 
has made an application 


to Northampton Borough 
Council for the building 
to be demolished on April 
14. 

A spokesman for Johnston 
Press said: “We have now 
concluded a sale of the former 
Northampton Chronicle & 
Echo building. 

“We understand a 
planning application has 
been made and that the new 
owners intend to demolish the 
building. 

“We are not aware of any 
plans for the site beyond 
demolition.” 

Aldi have declined to 


comment on the planning 
application. 

A decision will be made 
by Northampton Borough 
Council at a later date on 
whether to approve the 
application to demolish the 
building.
